Thoughts on the 
Atlanta Biennial 


I joined Tiela Chalmers, Robin Leonard 
and Daniel Chesir as Sha’ar Zahav’s del- 
egates to the UAHC biennial convention 
in Atlanta. We all found it an entertain- 
ing, educational and uplifting experi- 
ence. 4,600 Reform 
Jews (a good por- 
tion of them type A 
personalities) ex- 
changing ideas, 
challenging beliefs, 
processing, occa- 
sionally voting, 
singing, eating, 
shopping and pray- 
ing together. The 
depth of my experiences there will seep 
out here and there in my conversations 
for some time to come. 

What struck me immediately (and I 
was not prepared for this at all) was the 
extent to which CSZ was respected and 
sought after for opinions and experi- 
ences. This was evident of course in 
the G/L/Bi after-hours lounge, but es- 
pecially so in the workshops and on the 
Plenum floor. I now know first hand 
what our 18 years of history and trail- 
blazing means to others and should mean 
to us. I was proud! 

I went there as another Temple Presi- 
dent, so marked by a white ribbon hang- 
ing from my name tag. Immediately 
people came up to me and said “Oh, I 
was one of those once!” or, “I know what 
Sha’ar Zahav has done! Welcome!” As 
the convention days passed and the ex- 
periences grew more intense, I became 
deeply aware of the debt of thanks weall 
owe for the years of preparation and 
work that Rabbi Kahn, Mike Rankin, 
Daniel Chesir, Paul Cohen, Don Albert, 
Robin Leonard and so many others have 
done for us over the years. Any of us 
would be welcome at a UAHC conven- 
tion and afforded the respect I was be- 
cause of these people’s efforts for us and 
for our community.

A Community Tu 
B’Shvat Seder 


A ritual seder with ancient roots in Jew- 
ish mysticism but with an ecology mes- 
sage as modern as today will be held at 6 
pm, Sunday, February 4, in the Friedman 
Center at host Congregation Beth Sho- 
lom, 14th and Clement Streets. 

Tu B’Shvat, the New Year for the Trees, 
has along and varied background dating 
to Talmudic times and a tradition that 
calls out to us to take care of our planet. 

The seder, which was organized by the 
Environmental Action Committee of 
Congregation Sha’ar Zahav, is co- 
sponsored, by the Jewish Community 
Center of San Francisco and Temple 
Emanu-El. 

The ritualistic meal will follow the path 
of the 16th Century Mystical Kabbalists 
from Safed. The Kabbalists were con- 
cerned foremost with Tikkun Olam, a 
concept of spiritually repairing the world. 
They believed that the ritual consump-

Mansour, Vice Consul 
of Israel 


On Tuesday, January 9, from 7 to 8:30 
pm, CSZ will host an evening discus- 
sion with Reda Mansour, Israel’s Con- 
sul to the Pacific Northwest Region. 
Mansour will give us an update on the 
events of the week and talk about daily 
life in Israel. There will be time for dis- 
cussion and questions. This will be a 
great opportunity for all of us to deepen 
our understanding of and connection to 
Israel. 

Consul Mansour was bornand raised 
in the Druse village of Issfiya in north- 
ern Israel. He attended Leo Baeck Jun- 
ior High School in neighboring Haifa 
and the Technion-affiliated Bosmat High 
School. He subsequently attended Haifa 
University, where he earned his B.A. 
degree in Political Science and Middle 
Eastern History in 1991. 

While at the University, he was active 
in the Druse Social Involvement Pro- 
gram, which worked in high schools to 
increase awareness of higher educa- 
tion. No stranger to social involvement, 
Mansour was the chairman of the Iss- 
fiya branch of the BBYO youth move- 
ment in Israel in 1982. In that capacity, 
he coordinated meetings between 
young Jews and Druse aimed at pro- 
moting coexistence.

Rabbi’s Column 


Seeing Ourselves in the 
Divine Image 


God said, “Let us make humans in our 
image, after our likeness. 

They shall rule the fish of the sea, the birds 
of the sky, the cattle, the whole 

earth, and all the creeping things that creep 
on earth.” 

And in God's image, God created humans, 
male and female in God's image. 


One of the special tasks of our congrega- 
tion has been to help every person to see 
themselves in the Divine image. Rabbi 
Akiba taught: 
“Great is the gift of 
being made in the 
image of God; but 
even greater is the 
gift of knowing we 
are created in the 
image of God!” One 
of the routes to see- 
ing ourselves in 
God—and God 
within ourselves— 
is through the use of inclusive language. 
CSZ was a pioneer, insisting from its ear- 
liest days that all references to people and 
to God be inclusive. Long before the rest 
of the Jewish world caught on (and not 
everyone has!), menand womenatSha’ar 
Zahav came to value hearing and reading 
texts which were composed or edited ina 
non-sexist idiom. 

Our access to gender-inclusive texts 
has been vastly increased through the 
recent completion of a new edition of the 
Torah in English by our hard-working 
member, Batya Kalis. Batya has retyped 
the entire text of the Jewish Publication 
Society edition of the Torah using gen- 
der-inclusive language. The entire text is 
available on disk and can be used for any 
CSZ project. We now can produce our 
own texts, with the Hebrew and our de- 
sired translation side by side. No longer 
will people have to try and degenderize 
off-the-cuff or wrestle with the awkward- 
ness of figuring out what can be changed 
and what cannot. 

There is a long and honorable history 
of Jewish translations of the Torah. The 
first and most widely known is that of 
Onkelos, an Egyptian Jew-by-choice who 
translated the Torah into Aramaic, the 
Jewish vernacular of his day, in the sec- 
ond century C.E. Onkelos did not offer a

On January 9 from7-8:30 pm, CSZ will 
host an evening discussion with Reda 
Mansour, Vice Consul General of Israel, 
who will talk informally with us regard- 
ing daily life in Israel. 

CSZ classes, in conjunction with Lehr- 
haus Judaica, begin in February. The 
classes are Beginning Prayerbook He- 
brew 1B, beginning Wednesday, Febru- 
ary 7, for eight sessions from 7:15-8:30 
pm; and Jewish Faith and Heritage II, 
beginning Wednesday, February 7, for 
eight sessions from 8:30-9:45 pm.

February 10-17 brings the second an- 
nual Bay Area community-wide Feast of 
Jewish Learning.

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Letter from Israel 


Dear Friends, 

I write to you at the half-way point of 
my Year-in-Israel, the first year of my 
rabbinic studies at Hebrew Union Col- 
lege (HUC). I had hoped to write you of 
my simple life here: studying Hebrew, 
arguing with Israeli bus drivers, food 
shopping in Machane Yehudah (the Jew- 
ish market), celebrating Shabbat with 
my community here .... 

And then Rabin was assassinated, and 
the illusion of my simple life in Israel 
was shattered. There have been tears 
and vigils, angry accusations and na- 
tional mourning. As_ Rabin’s 
granddaughter Noa quietly stated at his 
funeral: We usually wake up from a 
nightmare ... today we awoke to a night- 
mare. 

I will no longer be known as the rab- 
binic student who was in Israel during 
1995-1996; as one of my classmates put 
it, our careers will forever be marked as 
the class that was in Israel when Rabin 
was shot. A label I don’t willingly em- 
brace, but one that is mine nonetheless. 

Rabin’s murder is perhaps my first 
great test as a rabbinic student; indeed, 
for the past month, there has been little 
else discussed. Daily, I grapple with the 
multiplicity of trauma and questions 
brought forth: How could one Jew do

this to another in the name of Judaism? 
How can we speak of the unity of the 
Jewish people when there seem to be 
such fundamental divisions between us? 
How do we speak of shalom, of whole- 
ness and peace, when violence seems to 
consume the debate? 

Each day passes and I struggle with 
my relationship to Judaism, to the land 
of Israel, to our people’s dream of living 
in peace in Eretz Yisrael. And lam com- 
forted and guided by my years spent at 
Sha’ar Zahav: our model of diversity 
and respectful debate; of pursuing jus- 
tice; of celebrating a Judaism that is alive 
and meaningful. It is my hope that all 
the peoples of the Middle East will come 
to peacefully co-exist with one another; 
that Jews will again be known as protec- 
tors of human life; that this land and 
people that I love so much will know 
only of war from history books, not per- 
sonal experience. 

I look forward to seeing those of you 
who are coming on the CSZ trip in April. 
Until then, be well.

Phased in gradually, such as over two 
or more years? 

How much of an increase? 

Flat percentage increase across the 
board? 

Graduated increase based on income 
or other categories? 

Employment Policy: The new policy 
on hiring CSZ members was unanimous- 
ly approved. Members can now be hired 
in non-confidential positions, such as 
Kadimah teachers or performers. 

Camera/Video Policy: Rabbi Kahn’s 
proposal on the limited use of cameras

word-for-word translation by any 
stretch; he used euphemisms, interpola- 
tions and emendations to reflect his un- 
derstanding of the Torah’s intent. For 
centuries, Onkelos’ s translation has been 
a source of study and guidance to the 
interpretation of the Hebrew text. Simi- 
larly, the translation that Batya has pro- 
duced reflects a CSZ sensibility about 
our understanding of the Torah. We will 
use it for study purposes along with 
many other interpretations and transla- 
tions; and it will be the official CSZ trans- 
lation for services, publications and 
readings. 

We are proud of and grateful to Batya 
for her labor of love. We will honor the 
completion of this mitzvah at a Siyyum— 
a celebration in honor of completing a 
period of study—on Friday night, Febru- 
ary 2. This Shabbat is also Shabbat Shira, 
the Sabbath of Song. In addition to a 
special Torah reading, the service will 
include instrumental music and the pre- 
miere of a new setting for Mi Chamocha 
by Jonathan Comisar.

Major Victory in Israel

The Association of Reform Zionists of 
America (ARZA) hailed the Israeli Su- 
preme Court's decision of November 12 
which struck down the requirement that 
conversions to Judaism in Israel must be 
authorized by the Orthodox rabbinate. 
This landmark decision paves the way 
for the continued goal of bringing equal 
rights to Jews in Israel. 
Currently in Israel, the Orthodox have 
a stranglehold over who is considered a 
Jew for purposes of conversion and espe- 
cially marriage. The court case in ques- 
tion was brought by a Brazilian woman 
who underwenta Reform conversion and 
married a Jew but could not be registered 
in Israel by the Interior Ministry as a Jew. 
Conversion is but one controversy in the 
way of full, legal recognition of Reform 
Jews. Such recognition is one of the goals

of ARZA’s Operation Equality Campaign. 
The centerpiece of this campaign is the 
introduction of a marriage bill to the Knes- 
set that would allow for full recognition of 
Reform rabbis and the freedom for Reform 
Jews to marry ina ceremony of their choice 
that would have legal authority. 

This bill would help couples like Ruti 
and Yair Cohen, who attended CSZ’s 
Erev Shabbat services on December 8. 
Ruth and Yair were unable to marry in 
Israel under the current Orthodox mo- 
nopoly on marriage since he is a Kohen 
and she a divorcee. They were married 
on December 1 in Atlanta in front of 
4,000 delegates to the UAHC biennial 
convention. The Knesset legislation to 
be put forth by the Reform movement in 
Israel, backed by ARZA, would enable 
Israelis like Ruti and Yair to be married 
in their homeland. 

ARZA serves as the official represen- 
tative of North America’s Reform Jew- 
ish community for all issues pertaining 
to Israel and Zionism as well as the offi- 
cial voice for all matters related to Re- 
form Judaism in Israel. If you have not 
already joined ARZA, you can do so by 
sending a check to CSZ for $25 ($35 fora 
couple), payable to ARZA.

nization, governance and spirituality 
came in waves. It was a challenge decid- 
ing which kind of morning minyan to go 
to: sephardic? feminist? which work- 
shops to attend: Daniel co-lead a work- 
shop on ethical wills; other workshops 
addressed the history of the Reform 
prayerbook, transforming the small reli- 
gious school, dues sensitivity, leader- 
ship development 1, 2 or 3, rabbinic 
transition. I went to a Shabbat teaching 
luncheon on reading the Torah spiritual- 
ly—a dialogue with our ancestors, and 
wish it had gone on and on. The four of 
us generally went to different workshops 
and study sessions to maximize the 
group experience (so CSZ-like!). 

There was one Kabbalat Shabbat ser- 
vice for 4,600 people. Traditional Re- 
form. Traditional cantorial singing. 
Honestly, I felt a little less than spiritual- 
ly uplifted even though it was amazing 
to be silent and listen to 4,600 others 
chant the v’ahavta in unison. Shabbat 
morning service, however, was more 
CSZ-like with the same 4,600 Reform 
Jews rejoicing and singing together. 

I have been asked more than once, 
what one or two things crystallize the 
convention. One crystal, of course, was 
the electrifying farewell address by Rab- 
bi Schindler. No additional adjectives 
can describe the contents and its classi- 
cal form and delivery. There is a tape of 
it in our library for you to borrow and 
hear and a transcript for you to read. He 
made one point very clearly and repeat- 
ed it to Daniel personally: the need for 
rabbis and synagogues to be proactive in 
sanctifying gay and lesbian unions. That 
is to say: it is time we insist on gay/ 
lesbian marriage religiously and legally. 
We plan to do just that! 

The second crystal was Rabbi Larry 
Hoffman's keynote address. Rabbi Hoff- 
man is a professor of liturgy at HUC-JIR 
and is the voice we hear while reading 
the report of the task force on Synagogue 
2000, a research forum giving light to 
what we will become. The synagogue to 
Rabbi Hoffman and now to me and oth- 
ers, is a transforming agent. To be so, it 
must become “a spiritually alive adult- 
oriented center of Jewish meaning and 
memory.” These are highly charged 
words, worthy of our serious discus- 
sion. 

Rabbi Hoffman enumerated five 
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touchstone features of the Reform syna- 
gogue for the next century. (1) Reform 
worship in the next century will be in- 
spiring thus transforming the member 
withits vision. (2) The synagogue willbe 
a place of serious learning for adults and 
children. (3) The synagogue will be a 
place where you matter, and thus a heal- 
ing center. (4) The synagogue will be a 
center of tikkin olam because it is a place 
where we can heal ourselves. The ritual 
practices of our synagogue will provide 
an ethical basis for how we transform 
the world in our vision. (5) The syna- 
gogue will provide a spiritual basis for 
our infrastructure: the business of the 
synagogue will be an integral part of the 
spiritual odyssey of its leaders, staff, 
volunteers and members. 

If | may extend Rabbi Hoffman's ob- 
servations: All of us as members of CSZ, 
and as part of our generation of Reform 
Jews aremore committed to Jewishstudy 
and worship than any generation be- 
fore. This is a feature of our character. Yet 
we are not content only to study and 
worship in the safety of our synagogue 
building. We must transform ourselves 
by our outreach, our sense of mission of 
tikkun olam, allowing it to take multifac- 
eted forms: environmental and health 
programs, our concern for the well-be- 
ing of all children, our ethically-based 
political and economic decisions. 

I see so much of Sha’ar Zahav in these 
statements. How refreshing it is to know 
we are not finished, and we naturally 
belong to the UAHC.
